CINCINNATI, Jan. 7.—Benjamin E. 
Hopkins, the late assistant cashier of 
the defunct Fidelity National bank, died 
at 6-50 this morning at his residence. 
No. 268 Bichmond street. He was par- 
doned by the president December 20, 
but the pai)er did not reach the Colum- 
bus penitentiaiy until Friday morning, 
January 4. Mi'. Hopkins reached home 
that evening, and after a joyful meeting 
with his family, seemed to be exhausted 
by the excitement and visitors were ex- 
cluded. 
He never fully rallied and died 
this morning, surrounded by members 
of his family. 


The death of Mr. Hopkins was has- 
tened, in the opinion of his friends, by 
the long suspense awaiting his pardon 
and by the excitement of his return to 
his home, as well as by the painful fact 
that one of his sons is in jail charged 
with being an accomplice of young 
Tinkler, the forger. 
His family were 
unremitting in theii* attentions since his 
return, and his wife, who, it is said, has 
not closed her eyes in sleep since he 
came, was bending ovei- him this morn- 
ing when he died'. 
Hopkins was fifty- 
five years old. 
His father was at one 
time chief of police of Cincinnati and his 
mother kept a boarding house on Fourth 
street, where Pike's oi>era house now 
stands. 


SKETOH OF HIS <^ARKE«. 


Hopkins began business as a hatter, 
but failed sulwequently. 
He went into 
Kuhn's bank as paying teller and occu- 
pied the same position in the Centrrti 
bank, also in Gilmore, Dunlap & Co.'s 
bank, and finally went into the Third 
National bank. 
Here he met E. L. 
Harper, who was a director when the 
troubles in that bank came, which re- 
sulted in Harper and Ammi Baldwin 
leaving the bank and the suicide of 
Theoppolis Baldwin. 
Hopkins went 
out %vith Harper and Baldwin and the 
three men went into the famous Fideli- 
ty bank, where Hopkins had the place 
fli Mnstant cashier. 
He was, however, 
sort of a solicitor, owing to his very ex- 
tended acquaintance among the busi- 
ness men. 
He secured many deposits 
and aided materially in selling the 
stock of the new bank. 


In all this time his reputation was ex- 
cellent and he was known as a public 
spirited citizen. 
He served on the 
school board several years, was treasurer 
of the board of exposition commission- 
ers. 
Harper seems to have been his 
evil genius, and to have lead him into 
speculations, which brought 
against 
him the charge of having wasted in that 
way an estate of $80,000 belonging to 
a relative, for whom Hopkins was ad- 
ministrator. The suit for this was pend- 
ing when he went to the penitentiarj'. . 


He was indicted, with Harper and 
Baldwin, for embezzlement and fraud 
in connection with the Fidelity National 
bank. 
Hai-per was sentenced to the 
penitentiary for ten years, Baldwin died 
and Hopkins, in Februaiy last, was sen- 
tenced for eight years. 
He went to the 
penitentiary April 1888, a veiy sick 
man. 
Tlie Fidelity bank failed June 
20, 1887. In less than two years two of 
the leading men died as the direct result 
of that stupendous wheat speculation, 
and the third is serving a tei-m in the 
penitentiary, witli the probability of 
ending his life in a mad-house. 
That 
man is E. L. Harper.

of pure sugar with loss in weight at not 
over five per cent. 


Tliere is nothing in the contract stat- 
ing that raw sugar shall l>e used. 
The 
company absolutely bound itself to in 
no way attempt to find out what the se- 
cret was.

'Take away the stone," were the 
woftls used by Rev. A. K. Zartman as 
the text for the sermon preached by him 
yesterday morning at the Grace Re- 
formed church.

enjoy its eternal blessings. 
No gi-eater 
mistake could be made. If the Bible 
teaches anything, it teaches that there 
is a Heaven to win and a hell to shun. 
We are determining our eternal destiny 
by our lives here on this earth, and 
we can not afford to be indifferent in 
regard to the great subject of om- soul's 
salvation. 


Let every hindrance that keeps us 
away from Christ be removed, and if 
our lives are stumbling blocks in the 
way of sinners, let us change them and 
by act and deed win souls to Him, who, 
when he raised Lazurus from the dead, 
bid his ftiends to take away the stones.

"There is soffioient assnianoe of the 
creati<m ct a new office, under title oi 
ODstodian of the state house, to call out 
candi^ktee, regardless 
no fixed salary 
other than a soiqnaiQii that it will be 
worth having. 
A lively contest for the 
place is now on between Tim Griffin, 
the present janitor of the building, and 
A^ntant General &oonte, whose term 
will expire in time to allow hik stepi^g 
into new harness if the representatives 
should decide tiiat it will fit him. But 
in the meentime /*while Kocmtz, and 
GMffin are fighting in the state house 
corridors," as one man puts it, there is 
a still himt candidate in the perscm of 
Isaac J>. G. Nelson, of Fort Wayne, at 
present a state house commissioner, who 
will go into caucus with a strong su 
port from the northern part of the 
state." 


I was asked to-day by a member of 
the legislature a similar question in re- 
gard to my being a candidate, which he 
had just learned was the case. I replied 
that I was not, that I knew too much 
about the duties of the office to aspire to 
that position, and that there seemed to 
be a total misapprehension in the minds 
of the public in regard to the duties, re- 
sponsibilities and fitness of persons for 
that position. I know of nothing that 
has more thoroughly impressed itself 
upon my mind during the last few 
yeai-s' observation than the fact that 
custodians or head janitors are bom, 
not made. 


In regard to the management, number 
of employes, compensation, &c., I will 
say that such buildings, we found, were 
managed differently in different states 
and generally quite expensively, and 
frequently very indiffierently. 
With 
reference to our system of management, 
which the inquiry lead to, I remarked 
that it was an old saying that eveiy 
mother thinks her own child the hand- 
somest, hence our system of manage- 
ment, as we view it, may not be an ex- 
ception to that line of thought. 
When 
the commissioners found that, owing to 
the lack of legislation, they were obliged 
to retain possession of the house when 
completed and occupied and provide for 
its management, and pay all expenses 
out of the state house funds until the 
legislature assembled, with the small 
amount of funds at our command we 
set about organizing a janitorial force 
on the same business principles that 
governed us in constmcting the build- 
ing itself, regardless of precedents else- 
where, which in the main is very differ- 
ent from ours, which has proved emi- 
nently successful in our estimation. 
The every-day condition of our exten- 
sive corridors, the largest in the world, 
the legislative halls and the 153 other 
rooms, all of which are occupied when 
the l^slature is in session, will show 
for themselves, while the pay roll is less 
than one-lialf that of other houses of 
much less dimensions. 


According tu the program laid down 
by the commissioners, the head janitor, 
or custodian, as we call him, is put in 
charge and made responsible for the 
care and good management of eveiy- 
thing within the walls of the building, 
except the engineer's department, Hub- 
ject to our advice and instructions. The 
engineer's department the same. Both 
select their own help, subject to the 
commissioner's approval, at prices fixed 
and paid by the commissioners, twice a 
month. The custodian should be sober, 
tidy almost to a fault, and proud of his 
position, industrious, honest, faithful, 
exacting, yet courteous and accommoda- 
ting to visitors and strangers; in short, 
he should be what is termed a general 
purpose man, who doesn't count his 
steps, and has no other employment to 
divert his attention, for it is in no sense 
intended as a soft place or pic-nic—in 
proof which it is only necessary to men- 
tion a single item of lively duty and 
responsibility—^namely, there are over 
1,800 keys to handle and account for, 
and no two doors or locks can be un- 
locked with the same key—of course 
there are duplicates to every key. So 
you see at once, I couldn't be a candi- 
date, lot I think I have too much 
self-respect to ask for a place 


fhat I know I conldnt flU oreditablj. 
But if such a man can be found, 
and 
there doabtless 
o<ui be,' the 
state should secare his services 
idl 
means, and if he is a wideawake, in- 
dustrious mechanic, so much the bett^, 
for he will see quickly when repairs are 
needed in advance before there is a com- 
plete break down. Most, if not all the 
state houses have carpenters and some- 
times plumbers engaged by the year, 
who are employed ^ the time or at so 
much per day on call.

Lima, Ohio, Jan. 4.—This evening 
John Thompson, whose home is in 
Springfield, Ohio, boarded 
an east- 
bound freight train on the Pittsburg, 
Fort Wayne and Chicago road, for the 
purpose of riding to Forest. 
When the 
train was about a mile east of heire a 
brs^eman came along and ordered him 
to get oflF. 
Thompson refused unless 
the train was stopp^, andthebrakeman 
hit him over the head with a heavy 
club, knocking him down and cutting a 
f e a n ^ gash on the left side of the h e ^ . 
Thompson was put oflf the train and 
brought to this city and his wounds 
dressed. 
He is in a veir critical condi- 
tion and is being cared for by the police 
authorities. 


It was Conductor Tom Hume, resid- 
ing at No. 35 Williams street, in this 
city, who had the 
encounter 
with 
Thompson. 
Between Lima and Forest 
a party of tramps boarded the Fort 
Wayne train. 
They were ordered oflf 
and retorted with 
insults. 
Finally 
Thompson climbed up on a cai' and 
faced the conductor. 
Hume struck him 
on the face and knocked him from the 
ti-ain. 


Mr. Hume acted in self- defence and is 
not alarmed about the encounter. 


TUB WOOD SUFFALO. 


There still remain some of the wood 
buifalo. 
This is an animal larger than 
the American bison of the plains. Tiiey 
are larger, coarser-haired, and straighter- 
homed. 
I mention this peculiarity of 
diflference in the horns because it is be- 
lieved that the shape and the broken 
and crooked nature of the horns oi the 
prairie buflTalo ¿as been caused by his 
habit of digging into the gravel, whereas 
in the more northern species they had 
to contend with other conditions, where 
straight horns would be of more use, as, 
for instance, they use them there for 
clearing aside from their pathway the 
brush and luxuriant undergroth. These 
animals 
would weigh at least 150 
pounds more than the buflfalo of the 
Saskatchewan plains. 


In the northern regions the vetches 
and grasses are so high, and the snow 
fall not being unduly heavy, they have 
not had t<i paw and break the crusted 
snow, as was the habit of the bufllalo, 
and that may account for their suj)erior 
size. 
In the country where these are 
found horses can not be used in pursuit, 
and they are stalked in the same man- 
ner that the mooau and the other large 
animals are. 
It is difficult to form an 
accurate estimate of the number of 
these animals that may yet be left, but 
perhaps investigation may show that 
500 or 600 may yet remain in scattered 
bands. 
Owing to the fact that the 
horse cannot be used in pursuit, it is 
more diflScult for the Indians to hunt 
them, and, indeed, to find them, than it 
was in the old days of hunting upon the 
plains. 


So rank is the undergrowth of this 
rich country, and so difllcult is it for the 
Indians to get at these 
animals, that 
perhaps just now any attempt on the 
part of the Government to afford pro- 
tection to them would be useless. 
If, 
however, some regulation would pre- 
vent white sportsmen from deliberately 
coming into the country to hunt these 
animals for mere pleasure it might re- 
sult to advantage. 
At present it would 
be vexations to the Indians, and of no 
great use, as the animal has become in 
its habits so much like the moose that 
he is able in a gieat measure to protect 
himself.—Montreal Gazette.

I was naked to-day by a member of
